Deputation to Japan 
Th* Federal Council of Churches, 
representing all Protestant 
bodies, 
ha* inst decided to send an Ameri­ 
can deputation to (he churches 
of 
Japan. Members of it are the Rev. 
Dr. Shalier Matthews of Chicago and 
the Rev. Dr. S. L. Gullck. long resi­ 
dent in Japan, and they sail on their 
mission at the beginning 
of 
next 
month. 
The council has also taken 
other 
important 
steps, 
including 
plans for a world congress of Chris­ 
tian churches in London next sum ­ 
mer, and the furthering of plans for 
a world religious revival, made possi­ 
ble in larger measure, so the coun­ 
cil believes, by conditions growing 
from the war. 
T h e council has just created a com­ 
mission on the church and country 
life, with Gifford Plnchot as chair­ 
man 
It has located its headquar­ 
ters at Columbus, and will take up 


first a survey of rural life in the 
state of Ohio. 
For a time the council 
maintained a temporary 
office 
in 
Washington, 
co-operating with 
the 
home missions council, representing 
all home mission societies, or nearly 
all. 
The council has now, on its own 
account, made tile Washington office 
permanent, and from it will hereaf­ 
ter direct some lines of the council’s 
national work. 
The council takes up and pushes 
also the plan for the use of part of 
public school hours, probably Wed- 
nesdavs. for religious instruction of 
children, the same to be given in 


parish houses not in public school 
buildings, and under direction of pas­ 
tors of the churches. Larger meas­ 
ures have been decided on for re­ 
ligious work during the Panama Pa­ 
cific exposition; 
for more effective 
work by chaplains of the navy, in­ 
creased in number recently from 24 
to 52: and for celebrations of anni­ 
versaries of great events, like the 
martyrdom of John Huss, 
coming 
next July, and the start of the Pro­ 
testant reformation, 
occurring 
in 
1917.
